ing to render many of the rivers of this kingdom na- 
vigable, without any work of -confiderable advantage 
having hon executed by: means of ſuch expenditure z 
that by an act of Parliament of the eleventh and 
twelfth — 57 of his preſent Majeſty's reign, for grant- 
ing and continuing cortain duties therein mentioned 
for the uſe of the corporation for promoting and car- 
rying on inland navigation, after 9 that the 
method of carrying on inland navi altogetlier at 
the public expenſe might he found in many inſtances 
inconvenient, burthenſome, and attended with great de- 
lay, and that the improvement of this kingdom might 
be promoted if private ſubſeribers could be found 
who would carry on fuch works at:their own expenſe, 
and that it would be reaſonable to give to loch Labſeri- 
bers ſome encouragement ſo to do, it was -enacted, 
« that it heuld be lawful for the navigation board, when- 
Noever it ſhould appear to them that the making or 
compleating any inland navigation would be too expen- 


e to be compleated at the public charge alone, to 
| transfer

transfer the property of ſuch navigation to any private 


ſubſcribers who ſhould be willing to romplete the ſame, 


and enter into a contract for ſo doing in the manner 


in ſaid act ſpecified, and that it ſhould be lawful. for 


the ſaid navigation board, for the encouragement of fuch 
' ſubſcribers, to give them out of ſuch duties an aid 
towards carrying on ſuch navigation, not exceeding in 
the whole one-ſixth part of the fum which ſhould be 
neceſſary for carrying on and compleating ſuch navi- 
gation ;” that induced by the encouragement held out 
by ſaid act of Parliament, certain individuals in the 
year 1772, immediately after paſſing of ſaid act, and 
in purſuance thereof, entered into a written contract 


with the navigation board for the completion of the 


grand canal to Monaſterevan on the river Barrow within 
the term of ſix years, in which time it was then ſup- 
poſed ſaid work might be executed, on their receiving, 
in purſuance of ſaid add, a transfer of the works then 
begun in the line to Monaſterevan, and the one · ſixth 
part of the ſum at which the expenſe of ſaid work was 
eſtimated; that the ſaid engagement had been ſcarcely 
formed between the ſaid individuals and the navigation 
board, when it appeared to the public, to parliament, 
and to ſaid individuals, that the ſaid contract was tod 


narrow to anſwer the end of the above recited act, and 
to give to the community the full benefit of its prof- 
fered liberality in the promotion of inland navigation; 
that in conſequence thereof, and in the very ſame ſeſ- 
ſion, à law was enacted, in purſuance of which the 


preſent company, on the 21ſt day of July, 1992, be- 
came incorporated, by the name of The Company of 


Undertakers of the Grand Canal; and by ſaid act, the 


very ſame property in the line to Monaſterevan that 
had been transfered by the navigation board to ſaid 


individuals, (ho formed an inconſiderable part of ſaid 5 
company) together with the property of ſo much more 
of the grand canal as had been formed or purchaſed. in 
$ hel Hos to the Shannon, were transfered by the legiſ-

lature. to the ſaid company, without, any condition, re- 
ſtriction or limitation in point of time or otherwiſe for 
the completion thereof; and the ſaid company were 
ſo incorporated for the expreſs purpoſe of extending the 
ſaid works, not only to the river Barrow at Monafter- 
, evan, but. to the river Shannon, the river Boyne, the 
river Liffey, and the town of Athy ; that the (41d com- 
pany ſo incorporated, concelving that the ſaid contract 
endered into between the navigation board and faid 
individuals was virtually ſuperſeded by the ſaid act of 
incorporation, and that it was apparent, from the two 
aforeſaid-aQs,-that it was the clear ſenſe of the legiſla- 
ture that they ſhould be reimburſed in one-ſixth - part 
of the money bona fide expended on the works ſo in- 
truſted; to their goverument, made conſiderable ſubſerip- 
tions towards defraying the expenſe thereof, and en- 
tered into the execution of ſaid works; without the pre- 
caution of entering into a contract in writing, or of 
procuring any legal ſecurity that the terms ſo. held out 
by Parliament ſhould be aQually complied with; but 
the navigation board agreed to give them one-fi «th part 
of the ſum neceſſary for compleating the ſame, rely- 
ing on the intereſt the ſaid company had in, laying out 
their own money with economy. and effect, and in 
finiſhing the works which were to reward their labours 
in as ſhort a period as poſſible; that the company hav- 
ing proceeded i in the execution of ſaid undertaking, the 
navigation board, in purſuance of their agreement, from 
time to time drew warrants. on his Majeſty's treaſury, 
Payable (out of the ſaid duties) to the company, 
ſufficient evidence being laid before ſaid board, accord- 
ing to the directions of ſaid firſt in part recited act, that 
five times the amount of ſuch warrants had been pre- 
viouſſy expended on ſaid works; that though the ex- 
penſe of faid navigation to Monafterevan had been eſ- 
timated at 60,0001, . and ſaid indivlduals previous to the 
incorporation of the company had by ſaid written con- 


tract en to execute che Miene in ſix years for ſaid

fam, yet in the year 1578 ſix years after the time of 
incorporation of ſaid company, and the commencement 
of the work, and after warrants had been drawn by 
the navigation board in purſuance of ſaid laſt men- 
tioned act of Parliament in favour of the ſaid com- 
pany for upwards of 10, oool. in conſequence of an ex- 
penditure of upwards of 50, oool. of their own private pro- 
perty, the legiſlature, by an act of that year, (the 17th and 
18th of his preſent Majeſty” s reign) continued the before- 
mentioned duties, amounting to about 7oool. per annum 
to the navigation board for ſeven years, expreſsly re- 
citing; * that they had entered into contract with private 
ſubſeribers who had undertaken to execute ſeveral works, 
to give to ſuch ſubſeribers an aid of the one-ſixth part 
of the ſunis by them from time to time expended in 
making and compleating the ſame, and that if the ſaid 
duties were not continued the publie faith would be 
violated and broken, and that che Works ſo contracted 
for would probably be diſcontinued and totally deſerted 
by means of ſuch breach of compact, to the injury of 
ſuch private ſubſcribers and the great loſs and detriment 
of the kingdom ;” and ſaid duties were thereby ſo con- 
tinued for the expreſs purpoſe of preventing fuch injuries, 
and effectually enabling the navigation board to carry 
on and complete works of ſuch public advantage ; that 
that no aid, in purſuance of ſaid firſt mentioned act, 
having been at any time given or promiſed by the na- 
vigation board to any ſubſeribets, perſons or company 
whatſoever, except to the ſaid company, they therefore 
were conſidered and conſidered themſe OS to be the 
ſole objects of ſaid act of the ſeventeenth and eighteenth 
of his preſent. Majeſty, and encouraged thereby, not- 
withſtanding many unforeſeen difficuſties and expenſes | 
had ariſen E the proſecution, of ſaid works, aer 
thereon with additional ſpirit, without its having ever 
occurred. to them to confi ider whether any contract i in 
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ment offered to the public by the eleventh and twelfth 
of his Majeſty, and appropriated by the ſeventeenth and 
eighteenth of his Majeſty, by ſo ſtrong an implication 
to the works carrying on by the company; that in ſome- 
time afterwards ſaid company having expended the 


greater part of the money at firſt ſubſcribed, and finding 


the reſidue totally inadequate-to complete their original 
objects, many of their members, wearied out with the 
difficulties and expenſes of ſaid undertaking, ſold or 
forfeited their ſtock, and ſome of the remaining mem- 
bers had it in contemplation to finiſh ſaid canal to the 
town of Naas, and there to flop; but many of the pre- 
ſent members of the company finding ſaid company 
in poſſeſſion and receipt of ſaid aid, and from the clear 
and explicit terms of ſaid laſt mentioned act of Par- 
liament, not doubting a continuance of it, and truſting 
to tne well-known liberality of Parliament, that if even 
faid aid ſhould be infufficient for the attaigment of its 
objects they would not permit men to be ſufferers who 
ſhould advance their money for the public ſervice, they 
were induced to purchaſe the ſtock of ſuch members as 
withdrew Cn elves and the company in this confi- 


dence then reſolved to continue their works at leaſt to 


Monaſteteven; that the petitioners in the interval be- 
tween the time of their incorporation in the year 1772. 
and the fſt day of October, 1984, expended on ſaid 
works a fam of 148,50 fl. 48. of which the ſum of 
123,75 L was their own private property, and having 
from time to time, in purſuance of. faid firſt in part re- 
cited act, laid before the navigation board ſatisfactory 
proofs of the due expenditure thereof, they from time 
to time receiyed from 'faid board warrants on his Ma- 
jefty's treafuty. (payable out of ſaid duties) for ſeperal 
fums, amounting together to the ſum of 24,950): 4s. 
being the one-ſixth part of their ſaid expe! ene. of which 
warrants to the amount of 14,8481. 4s. have been at 
fundry time diſcharged, and five of ſaid warrants for the 
reſidue of ſaid ſum, viz, 99121. fill remain N

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that the ſaid works requiring conſtant dic of money, 


and the time of the payment of ſaid warrants being very 
uncertain, (on account of ſaid duties being otherwiſe 
applied) though by the terms of ſaid firſt mentioned aQ, 
and by ſaid agreement entered into between the ſaid 


board and the petitioners, the petitioners were led to 


expect prompt payment of ſaid aid, they were therefore 
under a neceſſity of diſpoſing of ſaid warrants to indivi- 
duals, for which the petitioners received the full amount 
on ſubjecting themſelves to the legal intereſt thereof un- 
= the ſaid warrants ſhould be diſcharged, which intereſt 
have ever ſince regularly paid; that ſhortly after 
— ſaid iſt day of October, 1784, the navigation board 
were by a vote of the Houſe incapacitated from further 
acting under the powers veſted in them, and therefore 
did not afterwards iſſue any warrants in purſuance of

Juſt expenditure of on the ſeveral navigations for which 
ſuch ſums were granted, and alſo for the payment of 
ſuch warrants as had been iſſued to companies of under- 
takers, purſuant to their contraQs with the navigation 
board, and that in accounting for ſuch expenditure no 
allowance ſhould be given by ſaid commiſſioners for any 
premium, diſcount or mtereſt, which ſhould exceed le- 
gal intereſt,” the petitioners furniſhed the ſaid commiſ- 
ſioners with a ſtatement of their demands, upon which 
the ſaid commiſſioners. reported to the Houſe in the laſt 
ſeſſion, © that they had not proceeded to make declaration 
thereon, the conditions of a contract (fuppoſed by them 
to have been) entered into between the navigation board 
and the 8 not having been in their opinion ſo 
far complied with as to warrant the ſaid commiſſioners 
paſting of ſaid account,” or to that effect, by which con- 

tract mentioned in ſaid report, the ſaid commiſſioners 
meant ſaid written contract entered into between ſaid 
individuals and the navigation board for the execution 
of ſaid canal to the river Barrow. at Monaſterevan 
within within fix years, which was entered into previous 
to the exiſtence of the petitioners as a- corporation, 
and to the terms of which they therefore humbly ſubmit 
they could not be bound, more eſpecially as the works 
undertaken by the petitioners on their incorporation 
greatly exceeded in magnitude and number the f ingle 
work mentioned in ſaid written contract, and were in 
their nature incapable of execution in ſaid term of ſix 
years: and it appears that the ſame was fully underſtood 
by the legiſlature at the time of incorporation of the 
petitioners; for by the recital of the act of their incor- 

oration, it is ſtated that the works undertaken by 
them would require an expenditure of 150,000l. and 
upwards, and the capital ſtock of the company is there- 
by made 150,000. with power to ſubſcribe further ſums,

tions as might be neceſſary for exccuting ſaid. recited 
works, which extent of capital and powers would have 
been totally uſeleſs and nugatory had Parliament ſup- 
poſed, that the whole of ſaid works could have been 
compleated for the limited ſum of 60,000]. ;. that the 
petitioners being informed that 1t was the intention of 
the legiſlature to diſſolve the navigation board, and to 
appropriate by act of Parliament the ſaid duties to the 
encouragement of inland navigation, and conceiving 
that though they had not a ſtrictly legal right, yet that 
under the circumſtances of their caſe they had a juſt 
and c<quitable claim upon the 5 for the ſaid ſum of 
25,0241. 12s. 83d. they applied in the laſt ſeſſion of 
Parliament by petition to the Houſe, ſtating the grounds 
of ſaid claim, and praying that, if neceſſary, they might 
be heard by their counſel in ſupport thereof; that upon 
hearing the petitioners' counſel, and upon conſideration 
of the merits and circumſtances of their caſe, the Houſe 
on the 8th day of March, 1787, one hundred and fixty 
four members being preſent, reſolved * that the conduct 
and exertions of the petitioners entitled them to the 
countenance and protection of Parliament ;” that the pe- 
titioners reſted in an humble hope that Parliament 
would, in compliance with the ſpirit and meaning of the 
above reſolution, admit the equitable claim made by 
them, or at leaſt make ſome adequate compenſation for 
the heavy loſſes they ſuſtained in carrying on. their 
Works; that without any interference on the part of the 
petitioners, a bill was ſoon after ſaid reſolution brought 
into Parliament and paſſed into a law, whereby, among 
other things, it was enacted, * that as ſoon as the com- 
miſſioners of impreſt accounts ſhould certify to the vice- 
treaſurers or their deputies that the petitioners had en- 
tered into a recognizance before the barons of the Ex- 
chequer in the penalty of 24,000l. conditioned that they 
ſhould within five years compleat a good and ſufficient 
Rill-water navigation from the bridge of Monaſterevan 
to Athy, and certify that the ſaid warrants, for 99121.

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had been Aue it b ſhould be um kul⸗ for the proper 
officer of his Majeſty's treafury to give to the petitioners;

bearing intereſt at four pounds per cent. ſaid 12, ol. to 
be in lieu and full ſatisfaction of all demands or accounts 
-whatſoever.;" that the petitioners ſtill truſting to the well- 
known juſtice and liberality of Parliament, that when 
their cafe ſhould be better underſtood they would. be 
conſidered as entitled to payment of a ſum at leaſt equal 
to one ſixth part of their expenditure, either legally, 
equitably, or by way of bounty, have not taken any 
meaſure to entitle themſelves to the payment of ſaid 
ſum of 12000l. ; that even if the petitioners had been 
inclined to accept of ſaid ſum in full ſatisfaction of all 
their demands on the public, yet they have been hitherto 
incapable of complying with the terms of ſaid act, inaf- 
much as it wohld have been neceſſary for that purpoſe 
to have providèt a ſum of 34, cool. and upwards, viz. 
a ſum of 10,0001; and upwards. for diſcharging ſaid five 
undifcharged: warrants with the intereſt - thereof, and 
24,000l. and upwards, (at which ſum ſaid canal from 
Monaſtere van to Athy had been - eſtimated): in order to 
comply with the conditions of - ſaid act, which ſum the 
petitionersfound themſelves unable to raiſe,” being under 
a neceſſity of providing 'further-conſfiderable ſums for the 
perfecting of the canal between Dublin and Monaſter- 
evan, being oppreſſed with a debt of upwards of 80, o00l. 
and not in receipt of a revenue much more than ſuf- 
ficient to pay the intereſt of ſaid. debt, and to defray 
their neceſſary current expenſes; that the petitioners, 
not ſolely relying on the juſtice and ec uity of their claim, 
throw themſelves on the bounty, the liberality and the 
protection of the legiſlature, in an humble confidence 
that when their ſituation ſhall be perfectly known, Par- 
liament will not finally permit men to be ſuffererꝭ who 
have advanced their money and ſacrificed: their labours 


to te: Yrs ſervice, and that the adventages of inland 
| navigation 
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navigation will be ſecured to this country, and extended 
according to the original intentions of Parliament, and 
the anxious wiſhes of the nation; that though the ad- 
vantages already ariſing to the public from the canal are 
univerſally felt and acknowledged, yet on the ſide of 
the petitioners nothing appears, ſave trouble, expenſe: 
difficulties and diſappointments; that many of the pe- 
titioners have for theſe laſt fifteen years paid a cloſe and 
unremited attention to the execution of ſaid undertaking, 
to the great diminution of their property, during the 
greateſt part of which time they perſevered in efforts to 
ſurmount difficulties by many thought to be inſurmount- 
able; that the petitioners having fince the laſt ſeſſion of 
Parliament expended a further ſum of 23,2291. 11s, 7d. 
for the purpoſe of putting ſaid canal into a perfect 
and permanent ſtate, the whole of their expenditure there- 
on, excluſive of any aid received from the public, amounts 
to the ſum of 226,8021. 2s. 105d. and notwithſtanding 
the greateft part of ſaid ſum was diſburſed many years 
ago, the. petitioners have received no profit therefrom, 
the revenue ariſing from ſaid undertaking being even 
now little more than ſufficient to pay the intereſt of ſaid 
debt of 80,000l. and to defray the expenſe of repairs, and 
the eſtabliſhment neceſſary for conducting ſaid work; 
that the holders of the before- mentioned five undiſ- 
charged ' warrants finding the payment thereof unpro- 
vided for by Parliament {except on the conditions afore- 
ſaid) inſiſt that the petitioners are liable thereto, and 
threaten to ſue them, as being collateral ſecurity for the 
payment thereof at his Majeſty's treaſury, according to 
the terms of ſaid warrants ; that though the petitioners 
do not wiſh to conceal that they have hopes of receiv- 
mg at length from the tol!s on ſaid navigation ſome 
(though by no means an adequate) recompence for 
their perſeverance, trouble and expenſe, yet they 
hambly ſubmit, that being invited by the legiſlature to 
_ commence ſaid undertaking, and encouraged by it to 
proceed therein, and the whole of the advantages hi- 
Kok {nth 3 * therto 
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therto ariſing therefrom being on the ſide of the public, 
it is not unreaſonable in them to expect that the boun- 
ty of the public ſhould free them from part of their 
preſent difficulties and embarraſſments, by payment of 
the one-ſixth part of the expenſe of the works, even 
without entering into a very minute inveſtigation of 
their legal rights thereto ; that the petitioners have from 
time to time made ' ſome progreſs in the extenſion of

among others, of certain extenſions of the Grand Canal, 
for the putpoſe of receiving propoſals for executing the 
ſame with the aid of Parliament, the petitioners have 
lately employed ſkilful perſons. to make ſurveys, plans 
and eſtimates of the following extenſions of the Grand 
Canal, viz. the extenſion from Monaftcreyan to Athy 
as mentioned in ſaid act of laſt ſeſſion, an extenſion of 
the Grand Canal towards Phiflipſtown by or near Edon- 
derry, anda navigable communication with the harbour 
af Dublin acroſs James's-ſtreet ; that it appears by ſaid 
eſtimates that ſaid navigation between Mona ſtereven and 
Athy would coſt 24,0701. 58. 3d. ; that an extenſion of 
the canal near to Edenderry would coſt 27,982. —8. 8d. ; 
and that the communication with the harbour of Dublin 
would coſt the ſum of 21,9031. —s. 2d.; and that it 
would coſt the company a further ſum of Io, ol. in 
order to procure an ample ſupply of water for the preſent 
canal and ſaid propoſed extenſions, in dry ſur mers; ſaid 
ſeveral ſums amounting together to 83,9611. 68. Id.; 
which ſum, conſidering how much the eſtimates of, the 

expenſe of great undertakings are almoſt invariably found 
to fall ſhort of the real expenditure, the petitioners. are 
convinced is much leſs than ſaid works O00" 0905 
colt; 
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coſt; that the aforefaid ſum of 25,0241. 1 25. 814, be- 
ing the one-ſixth of the money expended. by the peti- 
tioners upon ſaid undertaking before the iſt * of Fe- 
bruary, 1787 (including the amount of the ſaid five 
undiſcharged warrants) ſtill remains unpaid ;. and ſince 
the iſt day of February, 4787, there hath accrued due 
in reſpect of the intereſt of ſaid undiſcharged warrants 
to and for the 14th day of January, 1788, a further 
ſum of 566l. 6s. Hd.; and the petitioners ſince the 1ſt 
day of February have expended in perfecting of ſaid canal, 
and towards procuring a ſufficient ſupply, of water for 
the ſame, a further ſum of 23, 229l. 1 18. 7d. one-ſixth 
part of which is 387 fl. 118. 11d. which ſeveral laſt- 
mentioned ſums being added together amount to the 
ſam of 29,4621. 118. 45d. 4 fb ſum the petitioners 
ſubmit they have, under the circumſtances of their caſc, 
a right to expect from the bounty of the public, within
